Witnesses te Will. 


James M. Smith ‘made a will, which 
was witnessed by Henry Heard, of Un- 
ion Point, Ga., and Heard’s brother-in- 
law, Jesse Turnell Whether or not 
there was a third witness is not known 
at this time, but the impression th- 
ered in recital of the fact is that there 
was. Who the third witness was, if 
three people witnessed Mr. Smith’s sig- 
nature, cannot be ascertained. One of 
the two known witnesses is dead; the 
other is living at Union Point, and re- 
calls distinctly the incidents surround- 
ing the making of the will by Mr. 
Smith and conversations with Mr. Smith 
about the will on more than one oc- 
casion. ; 

What eventually has become of the 
will, however, is a mystery. The re- 
maining living witness, or the.only one 
known, expresses the belief that it 
“will turn up” sooner or later: that 
Its existence must be known‘of by 
somebody interested in. thé pending 
litigation, and finally, his opinion is, if 
the courts do not determine the case 
in a way more beneficial to such bene- 
Gciaries as are named in the will, it 
will be brought forth. 

Employed by Smith. 

About fifteen years ago Henry Heard 
was employed by Farmer James M. 
Smith as a millwright and mechanical 
engineer. His brother-in-law, Jesse 
Turnell, also was employed at times 
on the Smith estate, and the two won 
a somewhat intimate friendship of the 
millionaire farmer. 

rnell, who was a party to the 
trarisaction now recited by Heard, died 
about nine or ten years ago and the 
Jim Smith will was mada before Tur- 
nell’s death. Hence, as Mr. Heard re- 
calls the cincumstances, the will was 
made about ten years ago and there 
was nothing secret about its making at - 
the time or since. Both of these men 
witnessed the will and watched Mr. 
Smith sign the document. Neither of' 
them, however, read the will, or were 
made familiar with its contents. That 
it was Jim Smith's will, however, thev 
knew, from the. fact that Mr, Smith told 
them so, and, to Mr. Heard at least, 
he had discussed the subject on more, 
than one Occasion. Certainly as few 
times as twice, and maybe more.

Washington, April 9%.—(Special.)—In 
coming to the defense of Senator Un- 
car Underwood’s amendment to the 
army appropriation bill, Senator Hoke 
Smith on Saturday made one of the 
most spirited argiments he has yet de- 
livered in the senate. It will be re- 
called the two senators have not al- 
ways fought on the same side. 

Senator Underwood had offered an 
amendment calling for an investiga- 
tion by the board of engineers of the 
United States army into the fixation 
of atmospheric nitrogen. He also pro- 
vided for the recommendation by the 
army engineers of a waterpower site 
where a plant could be erected in the 
United States. Senator Kenyon charg- 
ed that the. whole agitation in the 
United States for the fixation of at- 
mospheric nitrogen was directed to se- 
cure the development of a water pow- 
er in the Tennessee river. 

As Mr. Underwood was temporarily 
absent from“the chamber, Senator 
Smith launched into a vigorous reply. 
He said he hoped such a plant would 
be established. Established in the 
southeast, he predicted it would be 
serviceable in reducing the cost of fer- 
tilizers to the farmers, by taking from 
the air a necessary ingredient of all 
fertilizers, nitrogen. 

: Smith Urges Piant. 

“I believe a nitrogen plant should 

be established east of the Mississippi 


river,” said Senator Smith; “‘it would | 


have to be on a navigable stream, since 
a‘large atount of cheap primary wa- 
terpower is essential to its develop- 
ment. If the government erected such 
a plant it must condemn and purchase 
the land en both sides of the stream. 

‘Tl am willing for the DuPont Pow- 
der company to build such a pliant, if 
they are in earnest about it. I am 
willing for Frank S. Washburn and 
the American Cyanamid company to 
buil@ one. My preference would be for 
the government itself to build the 
plant, and provide for its own nitric 
acid needs, and the surplus output of 
the plant could then be used by agree- 
-ment with private companies for use in 
fertilizers. I favor government owner- 
ship, but not necessarily government 
operation. It would be“feasible for the 
government to construct a dam in the 
interest of navigation and sell the 
- waterpower to private concerns for 
enough to cover the interest on the in- 
vestment. 

“If the government itself should own 
the plant it would remove from private 
capital any selfish interest in bringing 
about war. 

“So far as a precise location is con- 
cerned, I regret exceedingly that the 
Tennessee river is not in Georgia. It 
is not a source of special pleasure to 
help push an enterprise where I think 
it will go to another state. It seems 
to me everything is best in Georgia 
and the good things that are not 
there we ought to bring there.

“Unfortunatelgthere is-only one Ten- 
nessee river and only one Mussel Shoals 
power site. The stream there is a mile 
wide. The banks are one hundred 
feet high and the site is available for 
the ogg +4 of a tremendous volume of 
water which can. be backed up for 
many miles.

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CONSCIENCE AND WAR, 


Men who appear before the English mili- 
tary service tribunals to be examined as to 
their fitness for war duties are questioned 
as to/“conscientious scruples,’ which the 
judges are instructed to respect. 

The London Times states that in some 
instances this privilege has been abused by 
those seeking to evade service, and curious, 
unexpected answers have been made to in- 
dividual questioning. One man’s objection 
to serving with the medical corps was that 
it was “against his conscience to heal the 
wounds of one man in order that he may 
inflict wounds on another!” 

If exemption “for conscience sake” is as 
easy as the story in The London Times indi- 
chtes, there must be many “slackers” and 
home-stayers now. Here is a sample of it:

1S GRAMMAR TO GO? 

The nation-wide interest in educational 
preparedness has given rise to many prac- 
tical suggestions on the line of needed 
school reforms, and among the most revolu- 


tionary is the proposal that the modern 


school drop the study of formal grammar 
as taught today. . | 
Expressions of opinion as to the feasi- 
bility of this and other reforms in curricu- 
lum have been invited by the general edu- 
cation board founded by-John D. Rocke- 
feller. - Abraham Flexner, assistant secre 
tary of the board, as quoted in a recent New 
York dispatch to The Constitution, says: 


The modern school would drop the 
study of formal grammar. For such evi- 
dence as we possess points to the futil- 
ity of formal grammar as an aid to cor- 


rect speaking and writing. 

This doesn’t mean the tossing of gram- 
mar to the winds, but merely the elimination 
of the tyranny of modern grammar methods. 

How many men who have enjoyed educa- 
tional advantages—who have painfully 
parsed their way through solemn sentences 
—men now deep in the world’s businegs af- 


fairs, know the rules of grammar offhand? 


Yet they thought they had them by heart, 
perhaps, in the days: when they were rapped 
over the knuckles, or threatened with hick- 
ories, because they hesitated at the pitfalls 


the stern grammarian placed for them. The 


grammar over which they racked their 
brains—that sometimes robbed their nights 
of rest, has gone glimmering. 3 

A great American author, praised for his 
perfect English, and who never violated a 
rule of grammar, said: “Grammar, as 
taught in the schools, was too complex for 


me. ‘I could not today parse a sentence, ac- 


cording to rule!” | 

The new-fangled style of teaching gram- 
mar may have to go, and there will be 
cheers from the school children on the day 
of its ‘departure—children that have come 
to dread -its often. meaningless monotony.

HOMELESS CHILDREN ARE BRINGING 


HAPPINESS TO CHILDLESS COUPLES 


Face to face as they constantly are with 


‘misery, want, neglect of little children—the 


seamy side of .life—in their daily work of 
seeking out the homeless, unhappy little ones 
of Georgia in order to better their conditions, 
inspiring like the “lilt on the lute” to the 
workers within the Georgia Children’s Home 
society, comes almost daily a letter “from 
some formerly childless couple into whose 
lonely home the saciety has brought a ray of 
unshine in the form of a little babe. 

“The childless home for the homeless 
child” is the gospel of the organization; and 
if any there be who labor under the misap- 
prehension that the real good that it does 
and the genuine happiness it makes possible 
is all one-sided—that on the side of little 
waifs—let him but peruse just a few of dhe 
letters among the files in the society’s of- 
fices in the Hurt building, Atlanta, written 
by foster parents, 

; Children Bring Happiness. 

A few months ago, to cite an example, 
the society found a palr of twin boys whose. 
widowed mother had “gone to the bad.” They 
were about three. The society took them in 
tow, washed and clothed and fed them, and 
looked out for a home for them. They were 
pretty little chaps, bright as newly minted 
dimes, and of good lineage, and soon they 
had a home with a couple whose only child 
was grown and married. ‘ | 

Here is an extract from a letter State 
from this home, signed by both foster par- 
ents, a few days ayo: 


“The boys are well and happy, and the 
sweetest little fellows on earth. It is just 
three months since the arrival of the two 
little orphaned boys, which are making our 
home pleasant and bright. We would not 
fake a million @dliars for them. Every soul 
or miles around loves them.

Bir- 
mingham, to New Orleans. 
The old Spanish’ trail, which runs 
from points along the west coast of 
Florida, to Mobile, and which is pro- 
lected to run from Mobile, via New Or- 
leans, and along the southern boundary 
of the United States to the Pacific coast, 
making a great trunk line across the 
southern portion of the country similar 
to the Lincoln highway. across the 
north. 

The Forrest highway, which, having 
already been established from Rome, 
the northern terminus, to Birmingham, 
is now projected to run to Mobile. 

This is the present status of these 
highways. How much broader and more 
important may become their scope it 
is now impossible to say, but:it is sig- 
nificant that the Dixie highway start- 
ed out to be one highway from Chi- 
cago to Jacksonville, and now has an 
eastern and western division rimming 
the Great Lakes and coming down 
through ‘Michigan, I1"nois, Indiana, 
Ohio, Kentucky, Tennessee, Georgia and 
Florida, all the way to Miami, and the 
prospects seem fair for Alabama to 
find a place on this highway. 

The Forrest highway was first de- 
signed by the people of Rome and Bir- 
mingham as a connecting link between 
the Dixie highway at Rome and the 
Jackson highway at Birmingham, but 
will not reach Mobile. 

Extends Acress Continent. 

The old Spanish trail was first de- 
signed to give the people in the neigh- 
borhood of Pensacola access to the 
western division of the Dixie highway 
in Florida, and is now planned to ex- 
tend across the continent. 

The interlocking nature of. these 
highways; giving accessibility’ to all 
sections of the southeast, is shown by 
the fact that the Jackson highway taps 
the Dixie highway in Kentucky and

A joint resolution of the general as- 
semblies of Tennessee and North Caro- 
lina plans the extension of the Cen- 
tral highway westward from Ashe- 
ville, through the Blue Ridge and the 
Great Smokies to a point in Tennessee 
where it will tap the Dixie highway. 
From the Lake Toxaway region of 
North Carolina’s “sapphire country,” 
where it taps the Central highway, the 
Sapphire route is now under construc- 
tion, down through the mountains of 
north Georgia and Tallulah Falls to a 
point near Athens, Where a proposed 
eastern division would tap the National 
highway and a western division would 
join the Dixie highway. 

Big System ef Highways. 

Such a system of trunk highways as 
these, with the great number of “feed- 
ers” that are now being built to these 
trunks, form a tremendous system of 
highways, which would make every 
section of the southeast readily acces- 
sible by automobile, both for business 
and pleasure, and at the same time 
would give the increasing number of 
tourists all the variety scenery, his- 
torieal interest and entertainment that 
the country affords. ‘ 

To think of all these roads as realities 
seems hardly less than visionarywyet 
there is reason to believe that “cvery 
one of these highways. will become all- 
the-year-around roads in the near fu- 
ture. 

One reason it: is hard to believe is

The scouts will ermploy geared steam 
turbines, the system now installed in 
the most successful destroyers and 
which has been found best adapted to 
craft smaller than battle cruisers for 
which exceptional speed is desired. At 
cruising speed, however, these engines. 
will develop less than 2 per cent of 
their horsepower, although their con- 
sumption of coal is ,enormous. ; 

To meet this problem it is planned to 
equip the scouts with light power elec- 
tric drive for cruising, the high-power’ 
turbine plants being idle until] they are 
needed for a swift dash. , 


Question of Speed. 


The 1917 destroyers also will be of 
35 knot speed instead of 32, the pres- 
ent standard. 

The whole question of speed has. un- 
dergone a complete change in the de- 
partmental engineering bureaus in the 
last few months. The standgard long 
maintained by the engine designers was 
that they could provide horsepower in 
the ratio of 20-horsepower to the ton 
engine weight. This was far below 
the figure set by British and other for- 
eign engine designers and in part ac- 
counts for the slower speed of Ameri- 
ean battle craft. The figure was raised 
to 30 horsepower per ton some months 
ago and recently the possibility, of 45:

SING SING IS ATTACKED 
AS INDUSTRIAL PRISON 


New York, April 9.—Thomas Mott 
Osborne, former warden of Sing Sing, 
in behalf of the New York state prison 
council, of which he is president, is- 
sued a statement here today attacking 
the Towner bill, which proposes the 
continuance of Sing Sing as an indus- 
trial prison and the erection of a new 
prison at Wingdale, on the ground that 
the bill, if passed, would retard the 
work of prison reform. : 

_ The statement says that*experts em- 
ployed by the council and the national 
committee on prisons and prison labor, 
report that, Sing Sing should be dis- 
continued as an industrial prison and 
turned into a reception prison instead. 

According to the statement, the idea 
of the council is to make Sing Sing a 
reception station for all convicted pris- 
oners, in which they will be examined 
by a competent staff as to their physi- 
cal and mental health. 

“If a prisoner is found to be dis- 
eased,” says the statement, “especially 
if he has a communicable disease, he 
will be kept in ase Sing till cured and 
then sent to another prison. Mental 
defectives and the insane will also be 
earefully observed and given such 
treatment as is required and cured, if 
possible. If not curable, they can be 
sent to the proper prison.” ; 

It is proposed to establish hospitals 
and gymnasiums to build up the health 
of the prisoners. 


EXPERIMENTS MADE 
IN RESUSCITATION 


Baltimore, April 9.—Experiments are 
being made at Johns Hopkins univer- 
sity hospital which, if successful, ‘will 
greatly aid in the resuscitation of per- 
sons apparently dead from drowning 
or asphyxiation. The new treatment is 
the injection of a serum to stimulate 
the blood to such an extent as will 
form a reaction on the heart,

Domestic news was mainly. helpful,

On the constructive side of the ac- 
count may be placed a steady, if only 
moderate, inquiry for high-grade se- 
curities, including the new Canadian 5 
per cefit bonds and the coming sale by 
New York city of some $55,000,000 of 
bonds at 1% per cent. Loans by our 
bankers to France and Russia continus 
under negotiations, and export of raw 
and manufactured materials to the 
entente allies reached , record-breaking 
proportions. von

The Hague, Netherlands, March 26-— 
(Correspondence of the Associated 
Press.)—The Flemish question, in the 
new form it has assumed ete & the 
war, is one of the problems that is ex- 
pected to figure seripusly whenever 
peace negotiations come to the determi- 
nation of the status of Belgium. There 
is already in existence one Flemish 
movement, with its own press organ, 
The Vlaamsche Posta@‘Flemish Post’), 
whose motto ,is an entirely separate 
Flemish kingtiom, comprising not only 
the Flemish part of Belgium, but also 
the original Flemish provinces in north- 
ern France. 

The larger half of the population of 
Belgium is of Flemish race, speaking 
various Dutch. or Netherlandish dia- 
lects known collactively under that 
term. The. last census, in 1910, showed 
that of the 7,423,000 inhabitants of the 
country, 3, 220, 000 spoke only this Flem- 
ish or Netherlandish language and 

2,800,000 only French. The difference 
in the numbers of those who spoke 
mostly Flemish and those who spoke 
mostly French was some 700,000 in fa- 
vor. of the former. Further, the five 
Flemish provinces can boast of »4,776,- 
000 inhabitants, whereas the four Wal- 
loon or French-speaking provinces, in- 
cluding Luxembourg, have only 2, 739, - 
000, showing thus a difference of 2, 000, - 
000 in favor of the Flemish. 

Fliemings More Numerous. 

As regards increase of population, too, 
the latter have the advantage, the in- 
crease in the Flemish provinces in a 
recent year amounting to 58,359 as 
against only 6,696 recorded for the Wal- 
loon provinces. Such big cities as Antt 
werp, Ghent, Bruges, Malines and Brus-
